ITALIAN ETIQUETTE. 


A Nationality Wliloh IB Not Glren to Fa- 


miliarity. 


No one gets very intimate with the 


Italians. They are very warm-hearted, 
sociable and easy up to a certain point; 
there it ceases. The young dipomats 
who live in Rome notice this; although 
they have lost their costumes, they 
have kept their customs, and one of 
•these is a certain repellant atmosphere 
when extreme intimacy is expected. 
There is in Rome—the more's the pity 
—a slow vanishing of the picturesque ; 
but although a Roman Princess may 
wear a modern gown, and retain noth- 
ing of the past but her splendid jewels, 
she is the same proud lady that she 
was, or that her great grandmother 
was, and she, like her, repels intimacy 
.or familiarity beyond a certain point. 
•One very important point :s that they 
never wish to be touched. 
In our 


country a lady talking with another 
will often lay her hand on her friend's 
arm; this is considered a very great 
and objectionable familiarity by an 
Italian. "Never touch the person; it 
is sacred," is an Italian proverb. 
A 


lady in Italian society, to be very 
polite, will shake hands when intro- 
duced to an American the first time, 
but she rarely extends her hand the 
second time; she makes a deep and 
graceful courtesy. If her friend is in 
affliction, she comes, takes her hand, 
and presses it to her heart; but there is 
nothing of the free, easy caressing, 
none of that intimate kissing, nothing 
like the superficial intimacy, which we 
observe between American women.— 
Chicago Interior.

VtNCENNES, Ind., February 4.—fhere 


is much excitement in Wabash County, 
111., twenty miles west of here, over tne 
supposed murder ol Valentine Keyser, a 
prominent farmer 
It has already been 


mentioned in these dispatches that Key- 
ser's body was found, charred almost be- 
yond recognition, in the ruins ol his 
house, which bnrned Sunday night when 
he waa alone. The fact has been devel- 
oped that the house was not so much 
bnrned when first discovered but that 
Keyser could have escaped, and the the- 
ory that he was murdered and the house 
burned to conceal the crime, is generally 
credited. The coroner has been engaged 
for forty-eight hours taking testimony, 
and the inquest is not yet over. All the 
evidence goes to show that Keyser w". 
murdered, but not a particle of evidence 
is adduced as to who the murderer is 


Keyser's history is an interesting one. 


He was once a wealthy man, bnt at the 
last term of court a ]udgment for nearly 
820,000 was rendered against him. He 
was heavily involved, and became a 
bankrupt. His troubles preyed on his 
mind, and it would naturally seem that 
suicide was the correct theory, bnt the 
family of the dead man declare that he 
was murdered, and will not listen to the 
suicide theory. Keyser's body was found 
at the door of the burned house. The 
presumption is that he was about to 
leave the house when he fell, and that he 
had been previously shot 
Shortly before 


the tragedy, Keyser had made terms with 
his creditors of the most satisfactory na- 
ture. The whole affair is shrouded in 
the deepest my3tery. No one was in the 
house with Keyser at the time of the fire

PRECOCIOUS CHILDREN. 


Indian Students Educated at tbe Ex- 


pense ol Uncle Sam. 


WABASH, Ind., Feb. 4.—Forty of th« 


sixty-eight Modoc and Sioux Indian chil- 
dren, who, for three years past have been 
instructed at the expense of the United 
States Government in the institute, five 
miles south of this city, are now being 
prepared for their return to tr<> Indian 
Territory, having completed their course 
of study assigned them. The children, 
none of whom are over twenty years of 
_-j, were gathered up in Wyoming, Da- 
kota and the Indian Territory in 1883, and 
brought to the Institute for education un- 
rfer a ruling ol the Interior Department, 
forcing the instruction of a number of In- 
dians at the public expense for five years. 
Owing to the rapid advancement made by 
these children of nature, they have 
completed 
their 
studies 
two years 


short of 
the 
time 
allotted 
them, 


and they are now to give place to others 
who are waiting for the privilege. On 
March 1, in charge of the superintendent, 
the board will start West, and upon reach- 
ing the Territory, the bovs, who, in addi- 
tion to their marVpd progress in literary 
work, have been carefully instructed in 
the tillage of the soil, will be given eighty 
acres of good farming land, and encour- 
aged to adopt agricultural pursuits. The 
girls, who have developed during their 
stay greatyibiUty in the study of mathe- 
matics and the English language, are also 
proficient in the discharge of household 
duties. They "e expected to take im- 
mediate charge of the Indian schools for 
the education of their less favored broth- 
ers and sisters.

So I attended concerts, musicales, 


piano and organ recitals and al! the 
various styles ol entertainment in 
which music is introduced, and which, 
because of some slight difference in ar- 
ranging the programme, are called by 
distinct names. Thus, a ballad, a_ vo- 
cal duet, two piano selections, a violin 
eolo and refreshments in a private 
house is a musicale. The same pro- 
grame in a hall, with a quartette and 
en aria from an Italian opera added 
and the piano solos omitted, is a con- 
cert, while an entertainment essentially 
the srime as the first mentioned, but 
with the name of the pianist in capital 
letters on the programme, becomes a 
piano recital. 
I soon learned these nice distinctions, 


and religiously sat through all the en- 
tertainments for which I received tick- 
ets, giving my impressions of the per- 
formances in the paper afterward as 
fairly as I could, 


"Mies Medland," said the editor, 


one Saturday afternoon: "I should 
like you to go to church to-morrow." 


"I always do." 
"Yes. but I wish you to attend the 


services at the Fourteenth P. E. They 
have a new choir—a quartette—and I 
should like to have a detailed criticism 
of their work in Monday's paper." 


"Very well. I will go." 
"The basso looks very bass," 1 


thought, as I sat in the church next 
.morning and glanced up at the choir, 
which was standing up preparatory to 
singing the first anthem. "What a 
terrible creature, with his great black 
beard and eyebrows!
